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DETAILED ACTION 

Oath/Declaration

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In claim 15, line 9 "a plurality of ring segments having an l-shaped cross section 
with:" has been changed to -a plurality of axially abutting ring segments, each segment 
having an l-shaped cross section with:-. 

In claim 15, line 16 "third shaft cavity" has been changed to --shaft cavity-. 

In claim 15, lines 18-19 "a fourth cavity formed between an inner diameter 
surface of the lower flange section and the first and second end surfaces" has been 
changed to -a second shaft cavity bounded by the inner diameter surfaces of the lower 
flange sections and the first and second end surfaces-. 

In claim 27, line 12 "a plurality of ring segments having an l-shaped cross 
section" has been changed to -a plurality of axially abutting ring segments, each 
segment having an l-shaped cross section-. 

In claim 27, lines 25-27 "a fourth cavity formed between an inner diameter 
surface of the lower flange section and the first and second end surfaces" has been 
changed to -a cavity bounded by the inner diameter surfaces of the lower flange 
sections and the first and second end surfaces-. 

These amendments were made to correct problems regarding a lack of 
antecedent basis as well as to more clearly define the locations of the ring segments 
and cavities. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention is deemed to be an unobvious improvement over the invention patented in 
USP's 6,053,701 and 2,452,782. The improvement comprises l-shaped ring segments 
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used to transmit torque between the turbine and compressor stages of a gas turbine 
engine. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
